"We  believe  that  religion  has  more  power 
in  America  than  erer  before,  an  J  that  Amer¬ 
ica  eomee  nearer  to  the  idea  of  a  Oirisf inn 
nation  thaa  any  other  nation  that  hat  lived." 

Tha  pressure  of  other  subjects  upon  our 
space  has  prevented  until  now  an  answer  to 
a  correspondent  who  question*  the  truth  of 
the  statement  After  a  kind  allusion  to  his 
pleasure  ia  reading  the  1  tHrut  d  C  ridian 
WctJkig,  oar  correspondent  asks — ' '  IX>  rou 
really  believe  that  this  wh.de  sentence  ia  an 
expression  of  real  facts !"  To  which  we 
answer— moat  emphatically  we  do ! 

Of  course  much  depends  upon  the  point 
of  view  one  takes.  We  are  very  f  r  from 
denying  the  existence  of  great  evils  among 
us.  We  are  very  sura  that  Christians,  In¬ 
dividually  and  as  collected  la  churches,  are 
aot  as  faithful  as  they  ought  to  he.  We 
know  that  them  la  a  great  deal  of  worldli- 
ness  mingling  with  onr  religion. 

But  now.  take  the  first  part  of  the  sentence 
quoted  :  ‘  Wa  believe  that  religion  has  more 
power  in  America  than  ever  before.''  Ex 
amine  the  statistics  of  any  of  onr  evangelical 
denominations,  and  it  will  bo  found  that 
they  arc  all  reports  of  progress.  In  some 
cases  the  advance  Is  small — far  smaller  than 
we  like  to  see.  But  there  is  no  going  back¬ 
ward.  Far  more  might  be  done  In  home 
evangelisation,  and  yet  the  church  of  Christ 
in  our  land  is  sending  it*  ministers  out  on  to 
the  frontiers,  its  colporteurs  are  working  in 
.sparsely -settled  districts.  Bibles  and  a  relig¬ 
ious  literature  are  being  distributed,  Sunday- 
schools  are  being  founded.  Uow  much  i » do.ie 
in  our  cities,  until  these  places,  that  are  the 
scenes  of  crimes  of  all  kinds,  are  also  the 
scenes  of  the  mom  strenuous  Christian  cn- 
ergj. 

"What are  veto  say,"  asks  onr  corrcspon 
dent,  "of  the  murders  and  crimes  of  all  kinds 
published  ia  the  papen  T  Well.  whLe  we 
cannot  deny  that  they  are  comanittod,  we  are 
ta  bear  in  mind  that  the  telegraph  bring*  tha 
rods  of  the  lands  together.  We  knew,  aa  In 
^  the  twinkling  of  aa  aye,  the  occurrences  at 
even  the  most  remote  points.  Newspapers  are 
sensational.  They  record  the  crimes,  they  do 
n  oC  record  acta  of  Christian  charity,  much  less 
sen  ices  of  Christian  faith.  Nor  are  these 
Christian  labors  fruitless.  As  we  showed 
some  weeks  ago  from  the  repo;  I  of  the  police 
justices  of  this  city,  arrests  and  commitments 
for  crime  are  diminishing,  even  while  the 
population  increases  , 

"What  an  we  to  think,"  farther  ask  our 
correspondent,  “of  the  large  number  of  Ito 
fideis,  blaspheming  ttod,  or  of  those  persona 
who  are  entirely  indifferent  to  religious 
.mentions?"  We  do  not  deny  the  fact  of  their 
existence,  and  we  deplore  it  But  we  la  deny 
that,  in  pro  pnrtkm,  there  are  ra  ?ro  of  them  thaa 
there  ever  has  been;  we  do  deny  that,  rela¬ 
tively,  they  gain  lh  Influence.  Where  there 
is  no*  lageraoU,  there  are  hundreds  of  Chris¬ 
tian  preacher*.  Where  there  is  here  and 
there  aa  audience  b>  hear  IBs  blatant  Man, 
pltetnW.  there  are  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
persons  gathered  week  by  week,  to  leer  the 
troth  aa  it  is  ia  Jesus  Infidelity  has  no  such

The  air  Is  clear  aad  dry,  the  winds  come  from 
the  north,  bringing  up  the  temperature  at  emer 
>o  ahoat  100  degrees,  sometime*  still  higher. 
The  heat,  though  great.  Is,  however,  ttearaidf, 
provided  you  have  nothing  to  do  but  try  lo 
keep  cool.  The—  wlmla  occur  only  at  luterval* 
during  the  summer  season  sod  do  But  last  long, 
rarely  more  thaa  two  or  three  day*,  sad  some¬ 
times  only  ooe.  The  t-bangra  are  auddeo  from 
hot  to  com  pa  retire  It  cool  weather  ami  are  very 
trying  to  the  aon-robust,  and  render  it  dlflkult 
«<•  appropriately.  It  only  remains  to  be 
told  that  Ito  Victoria  climate  is  favorable  to 
h  atU  aad  enjoyment,  and  there  Is  no  41*- 
i*e  special  or  peeull.tr  lo  the  country. 

Ito  following  table  give*  the  winter  and  sum¬ 
mer  (a«an)  temperature  la  the  cities  named 
have  not  had  opportunity  to  further  extend 
the  table. 


It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that 
while  Melbourne,  owing  to  IU  comparatively 
low  latitude,  had  a  moot  moderate  winter  Urn 
per* lure,  the  temperature  of  the  adintaer, 
Infiaaeod  by  the  cool  sea  breeaee  which  prevail, 
la  lower  than  that  of  Naw  York. 

Melbourne  Is  Ito  largest  city  sad  the  cent  of 
gnvrrnmeat  of  Victoria.  It  Is  situated  on  the 
north  bank  of  the  Yarra-Yarra  river.  When  It  Is 
considered  that  the  city  ta  not  a  half  ceatury 
old.  it  steads  almost  alone  ta  Ito  rapidity  of  Ha 
growth  sad  development  from  a  habitation  of 
savage*  to  owe  pf  the  chief  cities  of  the  JBrttUb 
Empire,  affording  a  striking  proof  of  what  the 
enterprise  of  M*a  aad  the  power  of  wealth  can 
accomplish.  )u  edifices  are  fin*  aad  though  of 
rapid  construction  are  aa  substantial  aad  en¬ 
during  —  are  (ho—  ta  any  part  af  the  world. 
For  thsu—st  part  ther  are  built  of  bins- stone, 
wbieb,  —  lo  spank,  to  of  an  imperishable  na¬ 
ture. 

IU  streets  are  wide  and  weO  laid  wit  sad 
run  to  right  auglcs  to  sack  other.  The  princi¬ 
pal  street#  are  tatereaetod  by  smaller  strreu 
which  bear  th*  trams  of  tbo  larger  treats  with 
the  prefix  of  "Little."  El  Isabel  b  street  ruao  ta

The  abide  city  to  well  pared  and  lighted  end 
pmvidsd  with  aa  sbuodaul  sppfrfy  of  water, 
though  aot  af  the  beat  of  quality,  from  the  Tan 
Yeea  River.
